"hard drugs" were under­ 
mining our national strength, 
and one of my concerns about 
the Vietnam War lias been 
that so many young men, un­ 
happy and bored with their 
roles tile re, have turned to 
drugs. My inquiries have 
shown that most of the dang­ 
erous drug supply comes from 
abroad, so I was particularly 
interested last week with an 
appearance of William P. 
Rogers, our Secretary of State,

affairs Committee. 
I felt it significant that 
Secretary Rogers, in explain­ 
ing the President's authorizat­ 
ion requests, placed funds for 
narcotics control second only 
to security assistance. 
INTERNATIONAL

Secretary Rogers reported 
that the opium-heroin traffic 
is so worldwide that we now 
have negotiations with 18 coun­ 
tries to control production, pro­ 
cessing or shipment of these 
hadr drugs, and that in the 
coming year he expects to

more nations. 
Our country is being asked 
to authorize $42.5 million for 
training and equipment of 
narcotics control pc lice, re­ 
habilitation of victims, and 
crop substitutions in those na­ 
tions where established agri­ 
cultural practices have relied 
on the plants that produce the 
drugs.

Referendum to seek help 


in control of predators 


SAN ANGELO—A referen­ 
dum to be held later this 
month by slicep and goat 
raisers in a 73-county area 
of Texas to help provide a 
mot* effective predator con­ 
trol program In die state iii 
generating as much public in­ 
terest as the Texas political 
campaigns. 


Special interest in tile 
referendum started develop­ 
ing three weeks ago when 
President Nixon issued an 
Executive order on I cb. 8 
wliicli prohibits die use of 
poisons on federal lands and 
by federal agencies for die 
purpose of controlling pred­ 
ators. 
"It’s now absolutely es­ 
sential that we have addition­ 
al trained predator control 
personnel In die sheep and 


goat producing areas ol Tex­ 
as, " says Bill Sims, execu­ 
tive secretary of the Texas 
sheep and Goat raisers' As­ 
sociation, sponsors of the 
referendum. 
Simi. said more trappers 
are necessary, especially 
since die few trappers non 
working can no longer use 
poisons. Sims said he had 
been advised by Milton Car­ 
oline, state supervisor of the 
U, S. Division of Wildlife 
Services at San Antonio, diet 
all poison baits are being re­ 
moved from Texas ranclies 
in compliance with die pres­ 
idential order. 
Deadline for 
removing poison baits is 
March 9, weadier permitting. 
Sims said the basic pro­ 
posal in tile referendum is to 
establish a medtod of financ­ 
ing the cost of adding some 


82 or more trappers tu the 
existing force non working 
on predator control in Texas. 
Hie referendum is to be con­ 
ducted by mail ballot and to 
be valid, ballots must be 
postmarked no later than mid­ 
night March 28. 
Permission 
for holding the referenda i t . 
was granted by die Texas De­ 
partment of Agriculture at 
die conclusion of a public 
hearing lield Jan. 7 in A is dr., 
32 days before the President 
issued his executive order.

FOREIGN MILITARY AID 
Another witness before our 
committee was Melvin R. 
Laird, Sec .etary of Defense. 
His emphasis was on a major 
increase in funds for foreign 
military assistance. 
Last year 
the President asked for 5705 
million, but largely due to 
opposition in the Senate, the 
sum was cut to $500 m illion. 
Now the Department of De­ 
fense is asking for fl. 3 bil­ 
lon, partly to make up for 
last year's cuts. 
The theory argued by sec­ 
retary Laird is that we rn ist 
help build tile military streng­ 
th of our allies so that we can 
reduce our own strength. If 
we do not do this, he said, 
we shall have to maintain 
high levels of manpower and 
equip ent abroad to keep our 
treaty co’ nit men is. If allies 
have the men and material to 
meet their needs, we can re­ 
duce our n iii tar) spending 
and the com nitnient of our 
troops overseas. 
I continue to examine the 
problem becuse I am much 
concerned about where and 
how we spend our i cney, in 
view of our Increasing domes­ 
tic needs, 


PRESIDENT WITHHOLDS 
Let me cite just two ex­ 
amples. 
For use tills year, the 
Congress voted SICO million 
In grant funds for rural water 
and sewer facilities under the 
Farmers Home Administration. 
Recently, in tile [{ural Devel­ 
opment bill, the House ap­ 
proved ar, increase to USO 
million. The President has 


not approved release of the 
extra money. In fact, he is 
withholding $58 million of 
the sum approved last year, 
thus checking projects needed 
to make communities ac­ 
ceptable to their residents. 
Another arm of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, the Soil 
Conservation Service, receiv­ 
ed a vote of confidence from 
the Congress when budget in­ 
creases were voted last year, 
but the President’s new budget 


would cut $11 million from 
conservation operations and 
$11 million more from water­ 
shed and flood prevention 
programs. I doubt that these 
cuts should be approved. 
Important funds for our 
cities are being held back, 
too. There are, for example, 
$942 million for low-rent 
public housing, almost $6 
billion in highway funds, and 
$31 million in education aids. 
These appropriations have 
been voted by the Congress 
but withheld by the President. 
PRESIDENT IS EXECUTIVE 
We in the Congress can ex­ 
press our wishes on where 
money ought to be spent, but 
the separation of powers keeps 
us from making the President 
use appropriations which uc 
vote. I believe that it is my 
responsibility to represent my 
constituents as best I can, and 
I shall continue to make tlat 
effort. 
I was pleased that we of 
the Texas delegation were 
able to persuade tile House to 
approve a north-south rail 
passenger service routed from 
Laredo and San Antonio, Ac­ 
tually, the new line would go 
clear to Montreal, Canada.

School Finance Ruling Offers Great Opportunity

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public schools is unconstitutional. The financ­ 
ing— not the ad valorem property tax itself. 
The case is being appealed, but that December 
23, 1971 ruling by the federal court at San Antonio 
in the Edgewood case (see pages 19-23) shocked 
not only Texans, but the nation as well. The C ali­ 
fornia case last fall (Serrano v. Priest) was a fore­ 
runner, but it is still in a state court and has not 
had a final ruling there. 
But this is no time for dismay. As State Educ. 
Comr. J. W. Edgar pointed out, Texans have faced 
these crises before and always emerged stronger. 
We do not envision the public or the Legislature 
allowing Texas public schools to flounder. 
This demand for change offers more opportunity 
than it does problems. The financing of public 
schools has needed revision, but opposing philoso­ 
phies have stalled it previously. Many improve­ 
ments have been made in the Minimum Foundation 
Program since its creation in 1949, but it needs 
complete reexamination now. Only a major change 
in financing could offer the potential for revamping 
and modernizing the program. 
We need, for instance, to get away from a “ mini­ 
m um " program and establish a “basic" program. 
And although financing probably will be restruc­ 
tured, the ad valorem property tax probably will 
remain as a major contributor. 
This court ruling has placed public education 
in the spotlight. It has awakened citizens and legis­ 


lators and the education profession alike to the 
fact that things cannot be taken for granted. 
Two major things are involved: (I ) To come 
up with a program that will offer every child edu­ 
cational opportunities to which he is entitled, re­ 
gardless of wealth within the district where he 
receives his education. 
(2) To come up with a restructured finance pro­ 
gram, with the state assuming the major share of 
costs. But this is to include the local district still 
participating through the ad valorem tax and the 
opportunity for the local board to determine prior­ 
ities, offer innovative programs, and continue to 
provide a curriculum that fits the needs of its 
community. 
T STA can play an important role. Fortunately, 
the Executive Committee on November 3 gave 
TSTA Pres. Archie Roberts authority to appoint 
an 11-member special committee to study school 
finance 
(December 1971 
Texas Outlook). The 
panel held its first meeting January 4, and its 
agenda was ready-made. 
This major revision in school program and fi­ 
nancing will concentrate in the halls of the Legis­ 
lature many of the decisions which have hitherto 
been made locally. This shift in the decision-mak­ 
ing scene will demand an even stronger state-level 
umbrella professional association to meet these in­ 
creased responsibilities and to fulfill the needs of 
children, teachers, and other Texas citizens.
